
Cantaloupe
Cantaloupe are fruit  

which grow on vines. 

Many melons originated in the Middle East. Ancient Egyptians and Romans enjoyed cantaloupe.
Melon seeds were transported to North America by Christopher Columbus and eventually Spanish explorers grew them in California.

 Muskmelon are round with a  
light-brown rind (thick skin) and  

orange flesh. The rind is not eaten.  
The center has seeds which need  
to be scooped out before eating. 

Cantaloupe are a melon. 
Other melons include 
honeydew and 
watermelon.  
Melons are in the 
same gourd family 
as squash and 
cucumbers. 

Cantaloupe is  
delicious raw. It is usually sliced  

or cut into chunks. Add cantaloupe  
to fruit salads, fruit soups or salsa.  

Serve as a dessert with some ice 
cream and chocolate sauce. 

In the United States, the 
most popular variety is the 
North American cantaloupe. 
There are less common varieties 
which have red or yellow flesh. 
European cantaloupe have pale green skin.
